— General 
Schofield this morning received the 
following telegram from General 
Miles at Pine Ridge, dated last night: 

**General Brooke’s command is now 
camped five miles distant, while Clay 
Creek and the entire body of Indians 
are between two commands. General 
Brooke commanded his. force with 
considerable skill and excellent judg- 
ment. The greatest difficulty now is 
to restore confidence. The Indians 
have great fear that their arms will be 
taken away and then all treated like 
those on Wounded Knee. They have 
a large number of wounded women 
and children, which creates a most de- 
pressing feeling among the families 
and a desperate disposition among 
them. Military measures and move- 
ments have been successful and con- 
trol and government now become the 
problem, yet no serious embarrass- 
meut is apprehended at present.’”’

*“*The Indians.are in camp within 
full view, north of the fortifications, 
The right of their column rests there, 
and the line extends northeasterly, 
running up the gulch behind the 
bluffs. Behind them is a natural 
amphi-theatre—a rugged broken slope 
two hundred feet to the crest—it is 
just a mile from the agency, and 
White Clay creek runs beside it. On 
the plain are tepees by the hundreds, 
pitched irregularly, and huddled to- 
gether in groups here and scattered 
widely apart there. Moving about 
among the tepees, a field glass shows, 
bucks and squaws with their children 
and dogs. Such a spectacle imprints 
itself on the mind with startling clear- 
ness, for it is huge in its grandeur, 
strikingly unique and wonderfully im- 
pressive. 

Just betwen the plain and the 
agency, perched on a hill behind the 
earthworks, is a three inch rifle, which 
is trained on the camp, and for a 
while yesterday everybody in Pine 
Ridge waited anxiously, feeling every 
moment the roar of that gun might be 
heard, and everyone was expectant. 
General Miles bad notified Father 
Jules that he would not consent to a 
counsel. Captain Dongherty, com- 
manding the infantry company at the 
fortifications, had thrown out pickets 
a quarter of a mile beyond the lines. 
Indians were known to be just beyond 
the hill, about 1800 yards distant.

Calculated to Give the Legisiature 
mome idea of What is Best To 
Do. 

The Gazerre has seut the following 
circular letter to people in ail walke ot 
life thronghout the State—the banker, 
baker, laborer, mechanic, miner, law- 
yer, clerk, and in fact any occupation 
will be represented in the replies. Its 
object is to get at the needs of the peo- 
ple and find out bow much thought 
they have given the sul ject of State 
economy : 

Dear Str: What, in your jadg- 
ment, would be the most beneficial 
law for the incoming Legislature to 
pass for the benefit of Nevada? Please 
confine your opinion te ong subject.

Carson, Nev., Jan. 10, 1890. 

Eprrork GAZETTE: Responding to 
your inguiry of the 9th inst., a law 
authorizing and directing the State 
authorities to sell to the best advan- 
tage the $500,000 in U. 8. 4 per cent. 
bonds belonging to the State, or so 
much of {same as may be necessary, 
and re-invest the proceeds in the 
bonds of the counties of the State; 
that is to say, of such counties as are 
able to. meet the interest and principal 
as the same become respectively due. 

[ can think of no legislation which 
would be of more general benefit to 
all concerned. The experience of the 
State of California in this line of in- 
vesting its surplus funds shows decid- 
edly that such method should be at 
once adopted by our own State. Gov- 
ernor Waterman’s message to the Cal- 
ifornia Legislature, just conven «, 
states the total amcunt of bonds pur- 
chased by the State Board of Exami- 
ners since last session of the Legisla- 
ture, all being of the issues of the sev- 
eral counties of the State, amount to 
$498,450, and of the total amount of 
$3,333,350 bonds held in trust for the 
State school fund, $1,791,850 thereof is 
in county bonds. 

Our State (Nevada) now holds 
$500,000 in U.-S. 4 per cents., from 
which is received an annual interest of 
$20,000, equal to 3% per cent. upon 
the present market value (120) of the 
bonds. The following counties of the 
State have out bonds, all of which are 
considered to be worth in the market 
100 cents on the dollar; in fact, these 
bonds are now mainly held by Cali- 
fornia capitalists, which is sufficient 
proot of their face value:

Now suppose the State could take 


the counties with funds to redeem 
the same wherever possible and re- 
fund the indebtendess to the State at 
the same rate of interest now received 
on its investment of U.S bonds, the 
direct saving to the counties, in inter- 
est would be ($376,822 at 344 percent., 
$12,560 73) $12,560 73—a saving of 
more than one- -half; or suppose the 
intefest was fixed at 4 per cent—prov- 
ably the better plan—the saving would 
be $10,320 66 perannum. The above 
strikes me as such a clean and plain 
business proposition that I wonder 
it has not been brought forward long 
ago. This with other remédial legis- 
lation generally known to be abso- 
lutely required, would make Nevada 
as well able to maintain herself as any 
State in the Union. Of-course it will 
he understood by the reader that the 
legislation above advocated can only 
be had through amendment to our 
present State Constitution.

THE WORLD'S LARGE CITIES. 


THERE are nearly 50,000 colored peo- 
ple in New York City. 

TuirtTy thousand Americans con- 
stantly reside in London. 

THERE are said to be 1,500 Chinese 
laundries in New York Oity, earning 
over $3,500,000 annually. 

Tue atmosphere of London is said tc 
be gradually becoming more and more 
harmful to plant life, and itisattributed 
in a large measure to the thick fogs. 

Tue city gas-works of Berlin brought 
$1,750,000 clear profit into the treasury 
during the last financial year, despite 
the unusually neavy expenditures for 
new gas house and conductors. 

In 1881 Belfast had 208,122 inhabi- 
tants; Dublin, 249,662; Cork, 80,124. In 
1871 Belfast stood at 174,412, Dublin at 
346,326. The decrease of the one and 
the increase of the other are remarka- 
ble. 

PARIS can not hope to be a sea port. 
The Council General of the. Seine In- 
ferieure has unanimously refused to as- 
sent to the scheme for rendering the 
Seine navigable as far as Paris for sea- 
going vessels. 

LONDON has an area larger than New 
York, Paris and Berlin all put together; 
Berlin has an area of 29 square miles; 
Paris is only a trifle larger; New York 
has an area of 42 square miles, and Lon- 
don has an area of 121. 

It was recently found, taking the city 
of Frankfort, which has a popniation of 
167,000 and is one of the wealthiest for 
its population in Germany, that there 
were 35,287 self-supporting adults who 
were earning an annual income of less 
than $216 a year. 

UNDERGROUND London is far more 
wonderful than underground Paris. 
Take, for example, its 3,000 miles of 
sewers, its 34,000 miles of telegraph 
wires, its 4,500 miles of water mains, its 
| 3,200 miles of gas pipes, all definitely 
fixed. Yet not even these compare with 
the vast cellarage area beneath the feet 
of the pedestrian.
